From this ftatement it appears, that near­ 
ly 1 s millions are wanting, to cover the 
cxpences of the year. T o procure this fum, 
Mr. Pitt has reforted to that extraordinary 
fcheme of taxation, which has for fome 
time paft engaged much of the public atten­ 
tion. 


A brief view o f the mode, in which this 
contribution is to be raifed, mud, we pre­ 
fume, prove interefting to fuch readers as 
have not leifurc to perufe the more minute 
details of the Parliamentary report. 


Ten per cent, is to be levied upon all in- 
edme, from £ 200 per ann. and upwards— 
Income below £ 200 is to pay a certain per 
csntage, to be fixed by a fcale of propor­ 
tion, gradually diminifhing’ until it reaches 
the man who earns £ 60 a year. 


A fchedule will be left with every indivi­ 
dual liable to the tax, in which he will be re­ 
quired to infcribe the amount of his annual 
income, fpecifying the various objects from 
which it arifes, whether from land, money 
in the funds, trade or profeflion, See. 


Thefc fchedules arc to be infpedlcd by 
Gv.innifii">ners, 
feled\ed by the two laft 
grand juries of the counties from perfons 
poileiTirig a qualification, which Mr. Pitt 
propofes lhall not be lefs than £ 300 a year. 
A certain number of thefe Commiffioners 
are to be appointed for each county divi- 
lion, and a finaller number are to form a 
Board of Appeal for the whole county. 


A n officer is to be appointed in each divi- 
fion. 
He is to ftate to the Com mi {Turners 
his doubts of the accuracy of the returns 
made by the perfons refiding within his dif- 
tridl. 
When this inquifitorial gentleman 
ftates any perfon to have under-rated his 
income, the Commiifioners will have the 
power of calling upon that individual fr>r 
explanations : The perfon fo called upon 
will not be compelled to anfwer qucftions, 
nor to make an expofure of his affair-, ; but 
if he rcfufes to afford the information which 
the Commiifioners ihall require, they are to 
afiefs him according to the befl information 
they have before them. 
When a perfon 
con fide rs himfelf taxed at too high a rate, 
he may appeal to the Superior Court of 
Commiifioners, where he may ilill rtf ufe 
to give any explanation of his affairs, and 
this Court has the power of ratifying, di- 
n imihmg, or increafing the afieiTment of 
the other Commiifioners.
